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Ibans von Bulow (1830—1894).

The eminent pianist, conductor, teacher, writer and profound 
scholar, Dr. Hans Guido von Billow, died sixteen years ago in 
Cairo, after a most eventful, exhausting, but remarkable and 
brilliant career, deeply lamented by a vast number of friends, 
admirers, pupils and colleagues. As far as I am aware, no bio¬ 
graphy of him has appeared as yet, but the seven volumes of his 
letters and writings^ which have been collected and edited by his 
widow, Madame Marie von Billow, are so intensely interesting, 
fascinating, and instructive, that they form, to all intents and pur- 
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poses, an excellent substitute for a complete biography. We owe 
a debt of deep gratitude to Madame von Billow for what she has 
done to commemorate the memory of her late husband. This 
series of volumes contains a vast deal of information, invaluable 
to musicians and teachers, as well as to earnest students. 

Billow was a most brilliant writer, full of wit and humour, an 
exceptional linguist and a great reader, thoroughly at home, in 
classical and modern literature, in German;rTrench, English, 
Italian and Spanish. Highly gifted by nature, he originally studied 
law, but soon devoted himself exclusively to music. He became 
a fanatic for Wagner and Liszt, whose pupil he was; at a future 
period he became gradually a complete convert to Brahms. 
Billow and Rubinstein (for whom he entertained the highest 
admiration as a performer and composer) were, unquestionably, in 
their time the two greatest pianists—Liszt having retired since he 
accepted the conductorship of the Opera at Weimar in 1847. 
Billow’s technique was, of course, faultless, and was combined 
with rare intellectuality : his phrasing and independence of hands 
and fingers enabled him to interpret a Fugue by Bach incom¬ 
parably ; each individual part stood out as clearly as if played by 
as many different instruments. Another great feature was his 
extraordinary memory.: not only did he play all his extensive 
classical and modern repertory of pianoforte music by heart, but 
he also conducted orchestral works and operas without a score. 
He had a masterly control over his temperament, and never allowed 
his fingers to run away with excitement, fire or power : thoroughly 
imbued with the characteristics of the composer’s idiosyncracy, 
the last note of a sonata or concerto was as perfect as the first 
bar. Biilow was a most severe critic of his own performances, 
either as pianist or conductor, full of energy and enthusiasm, with 
the particular talent of transferring these qualities to the body of 
instrumentalists under his baton. 

He attached great importance to the selection of his pro¬ 
grammes, and would not make any concessions to his audience, 
but always carried out his cult for the highest in musical art and 
ideas. 

Biilow travelled a great deal, and gave recitals in almost all 
the principal towns in Europe and in America with the utmost 
success. He was appointed Conductor of the Royal Opera in 
Munich, where he brought out “ Tristan und Isolde,” in 1865, 
and “ Die Meistersinger von Niirnberg,” in 1868. He was Con¬ 
ductor of the Royal Opera at Hanover from 1878—1880, and in 
that same year he was appointed Hoftheater Intendant at Meinin- 
gen until 1885, where he trained his orchestra to such a degree of 
perfection that he played on it as if it were an instrument. He 
went on concert tours with his artists in Germany and Austria, 
and these tours created a perfect sensation. It was quite a reve¬ 
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lation in the performance of well-known overtures and sym¬ 
phonies—works which Biilow studied with his orchestra for 
months in the minutest detail—and he could so absolutely rely 
on the members that pianoforte concertos by Beethoven, Men¬ 
delssohn, Schumann, Brahms, Raff, etc., were performed without 
any conductor at all. 

Biilow edited the fourth and fifth volumes of Beethoven’s 
Pianoforte works in the well-known Cotta Edition, a really model 
publication, with fingering, phrasing, marks of expression, explan¬ 
ations, aesthetic remarks, references, comparisons, etc. : he calls 
it on the title-page, “ Fiir Lehrende und Lernende” (For Teachers 
and Students), and each work contains treasures of knowledge 
and learning. 

Biilow was indefatigable in his work and labour, notwith¬ 
standing a constitution that was anything but strong, and not 
seldom he was so completely protested that he required entire 
rest for some time. Since his gradual devotion to Brahms he 
experienced considerable opposition and annoyance from his 
former Wagnerian friends, but, nothing daunted, he persisted in 
his cult and propaganda for his friend. 

Biilow was a delightful companion, sparkling with wit and 
clever repartees and esprit; he was given to satirical remarks in 
his writings as well as in conversation, and one might fill a volume 
with anecdotes, sayings, etc., which were put in his mouth. For 
instance, he was an intimate friend for many years of Joachim 
Raff. After his death (1882), in Frankfort, where he had been 
Principal of the Conservatoire, Biilow, in memory of his old 
friend, went for some years for a month to Frankfort to teach 
gratis some of the most talented students of the institution. A 
young lady had played a piece to him, and got up from the piano 
when Biilow said to her, “Yes, you have surmounted the easiest 
passages with the greatest difficulty.” She felt at first quite flat¬ 
tered by the verdict, but found out the real meaning only after 
she had left the room. 

At an orchestral concert Biilow conducted a symphony, and 
during the first movement some ladies in the front row were con¬ 
tinually chatting, much to his annoyance; he stopped the 
orchestra and turned round, facing the audience, and said, 
“ Ladies, allow me to inform you that the Capitol at Rome has 
already been saved.” 

Biilow did not publish many compositions, and was most 
reluctant to push his works; in fact, it is shown by some of his 
letters that he frequently begged and advised his friends, anxious 
to perform a work of his, to select something else by another 
composer. He was a good, kind friend in the fullest and noblest 
sense of the word, and encouraged talent not only by words, but 
also by substantial deeds. Besides the above-mentioned edition 
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of Beethoven, he also edited some works by Sebastian Bach, 
C. P. E. Bach, Handel, Scarlatti, Cramer, Weber, Chopin, Schubert, 
and Mendelssohn’s Andante and Rondo Capriccioso, the latter 
with a most interesting and touching preface, having had the rare 
privilege and distinction of being taught this very work by the 
great Master himself. In the Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue he 
introduces certain alterations in the text, which, v^ith all my ad¬ 
miration for Billow, I cannot agree with, though he" must have had 
his reasons, as he never indulged in momentary whims or fancies, 
especially when it was a question of one of the great Masters. 
He was a profound worshipper of Bach, and his editions were not 
done on the spur of the moment, but with the greatest delibera¬ 
tion and thought: for all that, I consider it a sacrilege to alter 
the answer of the subject of the Fugue. 

Billow was very partial to England and to Scotland. He con¬ 
ducted concerts for two seasons in Glasgow and Edinburgh, and 
I think it interesting to detail the Popular Concerts in 1887 in 
these two cities :

The other programmes can be referred to in Vol. V., p. 466. 
There was a feast to suit all the tastes of the public of these 
Popular Concerts. 

In one of Billow’s letters from Glasgow he says : “ The Scotch 
are ideal people.” In another, addressed to his mother : “ The 
contact with the Committee is simply heavenly • we understand 
each other perfectly ; grateful acceptance of every reasonable pro¬ 
position. If I ever were President of a Republic, I would only 
have Scotch Ministers. Musicians are all first rate.” 

Here is another interesting paragraph about Glasgow : “ Mac¬ 
farren, the doyen of English Musicians, successor to Bennett as 
Principal of the Royal Academy, was here on account of the per¬ 
formance of his ‘ Lady of the Lake.’ I have conquered the heart 
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of this old Maestro by storm by accompanying the rehearsals of 
chorus and solo singers and by singing in the chorus with the 
second basses at the performance.” 

It is to be hoped that these volumes may be translated into 
English in order to make them accessible to the public, and par¬ 
ticularly to students, for they contain much learning, knowledge, 
and information. 


Sbe Club. 

(founded 1889.) 

The following extracts from the Rules will briefly explain the scope 
of the R.A.M. Club. Any further particulars, together with nomination 
forms, can be had of the Secretary. 

The primary object of the Club is the maintenance of a friendly 
intercourse amongst those who are Past Students of the Royal 
Academy of Music. 

(a) Past Male Students, (b) the President, {c) Vice-Presidents, (d) 
Directors, (e) Members of the Committee of Management, (/) Hon. 
Officers, (g) Professors, (h) Hon. Fellows, (z) Licentiates, (k) Hon. 
Local Representatives, and (/) the Secretary, of the Royal Academy 
of Music shall be eligible as Members of the Club. 

Past Lady Students, and Ladies coming under any of the designa¬ 
tions indicated in the preceding Rule under headings (g), (h), (z) or (k\ 
and the Lady Superintendent of the Royal Academy of Music, shall 
be eligible as Associates of the Club. 

Members shall be Town Members, Country Members, and Hon¬ 
orary Members. Town Members shall be those residing within a 
radius of fifteen miles from Charing Cross ; Country Members shall 
be those residing beyond that distance. 

The Annual Subscription shall be for Town Members One Guinea; 
for Country Members Half-a-Guinea; and for Associates Seven 
shillings-and-sixpence. There is no Entrance Fee. 

Subscriptions shall be due in advance on 1st January in each year. 
In the case of Members or Associates elected on and after the 1st of 
October, their subscription shall cover the year beginning on 1st 
January next following. No one, other than an Honorary Member, 
will be admitted to the privileges of the Club until the Subscription 
has been paid. 

The name of any Candidate for Membership or Associateship must 
be written on a Nomination Form (to be obtained of the Secretary), 
together with the signatures of the proposer and seconder. 

There shall be two or more Social Meetings during the year, open 
to Members only. There shall also be two or more Ladies’ Nights, 
open to both Members and Associates. Guests maybe introduced at 
any of these Meetings upon such conditions as the Committee may 
from time to time determine. Other Meetings may be arranged by 
the Committee under such conditions as in their opinion shall best 
serve the interests of the Club. 

There shall be an Annual Dinner to be held in July, and each 
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Member or Associate shall be entitled to introduce two guests.' The 
price of a Dinner Ticket shall not exceed 5/- (exclusive of wine). 

There shall be a Club Magazine, produced under the direction of 
the Committee, which shall be sent to all Members and Associates. 

The privileges of Associates shall be to attend all Ladies’ Nights 
fixed by the Committee, and the Annual Dinner, on the same terms 
and conditions as Members, and to receive the Club Magazine. 
Associates, however, shall not be entitled to vote at General Meetings.

The Senior Medal of the Tobias Matthay Pianoforte School was 
won by Miss Elsie Cook, whose first recital took place at Bechstein 
Hall on November 19th. The Junior Medal was gained by Master 
Greville Cooke. Miss Gertrude Peppercorn was the adjudicator. Six 
of the junior students of this school have recently passed on to the 
Academy, two winning scholarships there. 

Brahms’ German Requiem was rendered at St. James’s Church, 
Muswell Hill, N., by the Church Choir and a full orchestra, Mr. G. D. 
Cunningham conducting. 

Miss Ivy M. Clayton’s Elegie for orchestra was performed at the 
Bournemouth Classical Concerts on February 7th. 

“ The Superior Sex,” a Comic Opera with music by Mr. J. H. 
Maunder was performed at Cripplegate Theatre on Feb. 9th and 10th. 


Club Doings. 


THE LADIES’ NIGHT, 

held on Saturday, November 27th, 1909, proved to be a record one in 
point of attendance, no fewer than 158 being present. The Committee 
had arranged an excellent programme of music, which was very greatly 
appreciated. M. Basil Sapellnikoff, the eminent Russian pianist, played 
three pieces of his own, Gavotte, Elfentanz, and Valse, Balakirefif’s 
Mazurka in G flat, Arensky’s Prelude, Liszt’s Rhapsody (No. 6), “La 
Benediction de Dieu,” and Mendelssohn’s Caprice in E minor, Op. 16, 
No. 2. Mr, Eddy Brown, the young American violinist, who had 
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recently made his debut in London, gave the Ballade et Polonaise 
by Vieuxtemps, “Ave Maria” (Schubert-Wilhelmj), Hubay’s “Zephyr” 
and Drdla’s “ Souvenir.” Miss Esta d’Argo was to be the vocalist, but 
unfortunately she was too ill to appear, and at extremely short notice 
Miss Edith Clegg very kindly consented to take her place, singing 
“ Zueignung ” and “ Heimliche Aufforderung ” both by R. Strauss, and 
“ L’heureux Vagabond ” by Bruneau, as well as some Folk Songs 
All the performers met with much applause. 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 
was held at the Royal Academy of Music on Saturday, January 15th, 
1910, Mr. Frederick Corder occupying the chair. The attendance was 
more satisfactory than usual. 

The Minutes of the Annual General Meeting on January 16th, 1909, 
were read and confirmed. 

The Report of the Committee, having been already sent in advance 
to Members, was taken as read. 

REPORT. 

Your Committee begs to present its 20th Annual Report. 

The Ladies’ Nights continue to show a very satisfactory attendance, 
which your Committee ascribes to the fact that owing to the kindness 
of various artists attractive programmes have been arranged in each 
case. At that held on March 23rd, which was postponed from Feb! 
27th, the artists were Miss Myra Hess, Mrs. Tobias Matthay, Mr. 
Thomas Meux, Miss Elsie Owen, Miss Gwendolen Griffiths, Miss 
Gwennie . Mason, Mr. Spencer Dyke, Mr. Eric Coates, and Mr! 
Benjamin J. Dale. There were 86 present. 

The Ladies’ Night on June 19th brought together 124 people. As 
the occasion happened to synchronize with the completion of the 
Club’s twentieth year of existence, the programme was carried 
through wholly by artists who had been students at the Royal Academy 
of Music. These were Miss Ethel Barns, Miss Adelaide Rind,'Mr. 
Ben Davies, Mr. Charles Phillips, Mr. Lionel Tertis, Mr. J.T. Lockyer, 
Mr. Eric Coates and Miss Mitchell. 

On Nov. 27th the Ladies’ Night shewed the record attendance of 
158. The Committee had been fortunate enough to secure the kind 
assistance of M. Basil Sapellnikoff, Mr. Eddy Brown and Miss Edith 
Clegg, the last named taking the place of Miss Esta d’Argo at the 
last moment* 

The Annual Dinner was held at the Criterion Restaurant on July 
21 st, Mr. Corder being in the chair, and there were 90 present. The 
speakers included the President, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, Mr. E. E. 
Cooper, Dr. Richards, Mr. Tobias Matthay, Mr. T. B. Knott, and 
Mr. Landon Ronald. The toast list was diversified by songs from 
Miss Caroline Hatchard and Mr. Thorp Bates, and violin solos from 
Mr. Rowsby Woof. 

The response to the notices of the Suppers was so meagre that none 
were held, and your Committee has therefore not arranged for any 
during the coming year. 

The Committee has already suitably expressed its gratitude to the 
ladies and gentlemen who have so kindly given their services on the 
occasions referred to above, but also takes this opportunity of placing 
on record its very sincere thanks. Acknowledgement must also be 
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made of the unremitting help rendered by the President, Mr. 
Frederick Corder, and thanks are likewise due to the Royal Academy 
of Music for granting the use of the Concert Room for the meetings, 
and for the use of a room for the meetings of the Committee. 

The Magazine Committee appointed at the last Annual General' 
Meeting has considered various proposals to improve the Magazine, 
and it may be expected that as time goes on its labours will bear fruit. 

At the last General Meeting, the Committee was authorised to 
confer with the R.A. Musical Union with a view to mmHpg some work¬ 
ing agreement. After due deliberation, the Committees of the two 
bodies .decided that such a working agreement was both desirable and 
possible, and their resolutions, which have been already notified to 
the members, will be submitted for discussion at a Special General 
Meeting. The R.A. Musical Union have already given their Com¬ 
mittee the necessary authority to act thereon. 

Another proposal to be laid before the Special General Meeting 
provides that members paying the guinea subscription, should be 
entitled, provided they .give due notice to the Secretary, to attend the 
Annual Dinner without paying for their ticket. In making this sug¬ 
gestion, the Committee has been influenced by the fact that, as the 
Club rooms are now given up, such members might reasonably look 
for some other privilege. It may be pointed out that the ordinary 
Social Meeting for members only, usually held in October, was 
drqpped last autumn, the Committee being of opinion that the very 
scanty attendance shewed that it was not wanted, and certainly did 
not justify the inevitable expense. 

Your Committee has met seven times during the year, with an 
average attendance of over eight. 

In the course of the year 15 members and 11 associates have been 
elected. The numbers standing on the books at December 31st, 
1909, was 163 members and 167 associates, as compared with 163 and 
168 respectively for the preceding year. 

With reference to the motion carried at the last Annual General 
Meeting, that those members who owed more than two years’sub¬ 
scriptions should be desired to pay the same within a fortnight, failing 
which they would be struck off the books, your Committee considered 
the resolution was in contravention of Rule VIII., and it has therefore 
continued to act in accordance with that Rule. During the year six 
members and two associates have been struck off for non-payment of 
their subscriptions. The following Special Report bearing on this 
matter ! has been made by the Auditors “ Having, at the request of 
the Committee, examined the books and vouchers, we are enabled to 
declare that on 31st December, 1908, there was no member or asso¬ 
ciate who owed more than two years’ subscriptions.”

At the conclusion of the business of the Annual General Meeting a 
SPECIAL GENERAL MEETING 
was held in order to consider the following proposal 

It having been suggested that the two Bodies, hitherto distinct, 
known as the R.A.M. Club and the R.A. Musical Union, shall, upon 
occasions, combine under the joint title of the “ R.A.M. Club and 
Union,” the following Rules have been suggested as a basis for a 
working agreement by a joint Sub-Committee representing each 
Society:— 

' I.—The Association shall consist of two divisions, namely, ( a ) The 
R.A.M. Club and ( b ) The R.A. Musical Union. 

II.—Each division shall be managed by its own officers elected by 
g the members of their respective divisions. 

III.—Subject to Rules 3 and 4 of the R.A.M. Club and Rule 1 of the 
a R.A. Musical Union, anyone may join either or both divisions 
of the Association. 

vIV,—Annually there shall be at least one Meeting (Social and Musi¬ 
cal), to which all members of both divisions shall be invited, 
the programme and other details for such Meetings to be 
arranged by the Committees of the two divisions acting 
together. 

Mr. Thomas B. Knott moved, and Mr. Tobias Matthay seconded, 
“That the Committee of the R ? A.M. Club be empowered to act in co¬ 
operation with the R.A. Musical Union on the basis of the rules drawn 
up by the Joint Committee of the two bodies.” 

After some discussion, in which Mr. Oscar Beringer, Dr. H. W. 
Richards, Mr. Myles B. Foster, Mr. Stanley Hawley, Mr E. G. Croager, 
and Mr. W. H. Thomas took part, the motion and the new rules were 
carried nem. con. 

A suggestion was laid before the Meeting to the effect that an 
addendum be inserted in Rule 7 as follows “Any member who pays 
a subscription of a guinea a year-shall be entitled to attend the Annual 
Dinner without paying for his own ticket, provided that previous notice 
be duly given to the Secretary.” 

This led to an animated debate, in which the speakers included Mr.-

Croager, Mr. Peyton Baly, Dr. A. J. Greenish, and Mr. Oscar Beringer. 
Eventually Mr. Knott proposed, and Mr. Matthay seconded, “ That 
the Committee be requested to take into consideration the amount of 
the subscription.” This was carried unanimously, and the Meeting 
closed with a vote of thanks to the Chairman.

Although of late they were not members of the Club, the passing 
away of Mr. F. G. Edwards and Prof. Prout may appropriately receive 
mention in the Club Magazine. 

The death of Mr. Edwards took place on November 28th, 1909, at 
the age of 56. Biographical notices have already appeared in various 
papers, and it is here only necessary to say that though while still at 
school he had learned to play the organ, he entered upon a com¬ 
mercial career. After six years’ experience of this he resolved to 
follow music instead, and in 1875 entered the Royal Academy of 
Music, where he had for his organ master the late Dr. Steggall. Mr. 
Edwards held at different times several organ appointments, the latest 
being at St. John’s Wood Presbyterian Church, where he remained 
from 1881 to 1905 : but his chief work was of a literary character. He 
was a contributor to The British Weekly, The Musical Herald , The 
Guardian , the “ Dictionary of National Biography,” and Grove’s “Dic¬ 
tionary of Music and Musicians,” while of late years, from 1897 to his 
death, he was the editor of The Musical Times. His works include 
“The Romance of Psalter and Hymnal,” “ Musical Haunts in London,” 
and a “ History of Mendelssohn’s Elijah,” and he was also the editor 
of “ Common Praise,” “ United Praise,” and “ Selected Psalms for 
Chanting.” All his work was distinguished by enormous painstaking 
and scrupulous accuracy, thus rendering it of the utmost value in the 
directions to which he turned his energies. 

Prof. Prout, who died just a week later, on December 5th, 1909, in 
the 74th year of his age, was, like Mr. Edwards, not intended for a 
musical career, but embraced it at the age of 24. Such proficiency as 
he had attained in the art was due almost wholly to his own exertions, 
for Ebenezer Prout was practically self-taught. The master, however, 
was as thorough as the pupil, and in time success fell to his lot. He 
received various appointments at musical institutions, one being arthe 
Royal Academy of Music, where in 1879 he succeeded Arthur Sullivan 
as a professor of harmony and composition. Among his many pupils 
here may be mentioned Goring Thomas, Myles B. Foster, Ernest Ford, 
Harvey Lohr, Edward German, Tobias Matthay, J. E. West, and 
others. Besides his occupations of teaching and composing, Prout did 
much literary work as contributor to The Musical Times , Concordia, 
The Musical Review, and Grove’s Dictionary; as musical critic for The 
Academy (1875-1879) and for The Athenceum (1879-1889); and as editor 
of The Monthly Musical Record (1871-1874). He also gave many 
lectures before various bodies, and wrote a primer on “ Instrumenta¬ 
tion.” But all this work was overshadowed by the appearance of his 
well-known series of didactic books, the production of which occupied 
his attention from 1889 to 1899. These placed his reputation as a 
learned theorist on a secure basis. In 1894 he was elected Professor 
of Music at Trinity College, Dublin, and he was subsequently created 
Mus.Doc. honoris causa by Dublin and Edinburgh Universities. 

The facility Prof. Prout possessed of absorbing musical knowledge 
extended to the^study of foreign languages, several of which he could 
speak fluently. Not content with the usual languages, such as French, 
German, and Italian, he gained a practical knowledge of Norwegian, 
and even grappled with the difficulties of Hungarian and Russian. 
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The most noticeable characteristics of Prout were his learning, his 
enthusiasm, and his love for Bach. In the acquirement of his stores 
of knowledge his marvellous memory was, of course, an immense help 
to him, but even then one wondered sometimes how so busy a teacher 
could find time for original work. There is no doubt, however, that 
his naturally eager and ardent temperament swept him onwards 
irresistibly towards the attainment of the object which he had set 
before him, and made all labour seem as nothing couldibe but succeed 
in the end. His familiarity with the music of the great Leipzig Cantor 
was a household word among musicians, and that familiarity, far from 
breeding contempt or even satiety, but whetted the keenness with 
which he appreciated all that appertained to the name of Bach. 
Although he was 22 before he knew a note of his idol’s music, he made 
ample amends in the succeeding half century, and daily played some 
part of the immortal “ 48 ” with as much assiduity and reverence as 
some households keep up family prayers.

The Chairman, Mr. Stewart Macpherson, read the Report, which 
detailed the work' of the Association during the past year. An 
interesting fact in connection with this Report is that the policy of the 
Association in urging the formation—particularly in schools—of Musi¬ 
cal Appreciation classes is meeting with considerable success, such 
classes having already been formed m many schools both in London 
and the Provinces with very beneficial results. 

The Statement of Accounts presented by the Hon. Treasurer, Dr. 
H.W. Richards, showed a satisfactory balance in hand, after paying 
all expenses. The membership during the year has reached over 200 
Members, and branches of the Association are in contemplation at 
Brighton, Southport, Aberdeen, and other places.

Last October, in addressing those present at the banquet of the 
Maccabeans, Dr. F. H. Cowen said that 

Undoubtedly immense strides had been made in the art of music in 
Great Britain in recent years. Personally he was only a baby amongst 
many of those present, but he could remember being picked up and 
kissed by Madame Piccolomini, a pleasure which had never been given 
him since by any other prima donna. We had every right to consider 
ourselves as musical a nation as any other, and as regards activity, 
productivity, and the frequency of performances, perhaps we were 
more musical than some nations. The younger generation of com¬ 
posers swarmed like bees, producing honey, if modern music could be 
described as honey, all the day for the public and the critics to eat, or 
to eat them all the night. There was no doubt that British music 
had progressed immensely, and the public appreciation of music 
had grown enormously. But he felt doubtful and despondent about 
the ultra-modern tendency which prevailed here as in other countries. 
While he recognised the great gifts of the masters of the modern 
school, it seemed to him that that path was so dense with tangled 
undergrowth that there was very little light ahead. In following that 
path there was danger of losing oneself. Who could tell whether 
that path, if safely and successfully trod, would lead to a heaven of 
harmony or to a hades of cacophony ? He was inclined to bet on the 
latten He was a little old-fashioned, and could not help feeling 
that real art must possess three essential qualities—form, beauty, and 
clearness of expression. That was common to all arts. It was essential 
in music.
